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TWO men who handed themselves in to 
police after their pictures appeared on a 
screen in Woolwich have pleaded guilty 
to taking part in last month’s disorder. 
Mark Field, 51, of Woolwich, handed 
himself in at a police station after seeing 
his image on the screen in Powis Street. 
He was arrested on August 24, and 
charged with burglary, pleaded guilty at 
Camberwell Green Court and has been 
committed for sentencing on October 6. 
Forty-one-year-old Wayne James, from 
Woolwich, was arrested on August 24 
and charged with receiving stolen goods 
after he handed himself in at a police 
station. He pleaded guilty in court and 
has been sentenced to four months 
imprisonment and 60 hours unpaid 
work. 

A 15-year-old girl also reported to police 
voluntarily after her picture appeared 
on the screen in Woolwich. She was 
arrested on August 24 and charged 
with burglary. She was sentenced at 
Camberwell Youth Court to a 10-month 
referral order. 

The huge mobile screen was stationed in 
Woolwich town centre as part of police 
efforts to catch suspects under Operation 
Withern. 

Three other people who were arrested 
after their pictures appeared on the 
screen are set to go to trial over the next 
few weeks. 

They include twin brothers Wayne and 
Shane Chambers, 33, from Woolwich. 
They were arrested on August 27 and 
charged with burglary after a PCSO 
recognised their pictures on the screen. 
They are both in custody and due to 
appear at Inner London Crown Court 
today (September 27).

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New chapter for old library 


THE Victorian library 
in Calderwood Street, 
Woolwich, has become the 
new home for Greenwich 
Local Labour and Business 
(GLLaB), the borough’s own 
employment agency. 

The team has moved from 
its old address in Powis 
Street after the library was 
left empty, following a move 
to the brand new Woolwich 
Centre in Wellington Street. 

GLLaB says its new 
building will enable it to offer 
customers a far better service 


and facilities. There is more 
space for training, a better 
computer suite, and touch- 
down computer space in the 
reception area. Staff will be 
able to do more recruitment 
events from its offices because 
of extra space and capacity. 

GLLaB was set up by 
Greenwich Council in 1996 to 
work with employers and other 
organisations to help local 
people into work and training, 
particularly those from 
disadvantaged communities. 
Several thousand people are 


registered on its database as 
well as about 100 employers. 
Most employers are local 
firms, but they include 
several national companies, 
mainly in construction, who 
are carrying out development 
work in the borough. 

There are also job 
opportunities available with 
the London 2012 Olympics 
and Paralympics. 

Its offices are open from 
9.30am to 4.30pm Monday to 
Friday, plus some evenings 
and weekends. 


Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, enterprise 
and skills, said: “GLLaB 
is moving into an historic 
Victorian building that will 
provide them with more space 
enabling them to deal with 
even more residents seeking to 
get back into the jobs market. 
It’s great news that we were 
able to find a new use for the 
old library so quickly after 
its relocation, and that the 
building will continue to play 
a key role in the community.” 



Disabled riders meet paralympian and 2012 boss 


YOUNG disabled riders were inspired 
by a paralympic champion when he 
visited their riding school with the 
boss of the London 2012 Games. 

Lee Pearson, who will be competing in 
his fourth paralympic games next year, 
gave advice and guidance to budding 
riders at the New Lodge Riding Centre in 
Eltham. 

He visited the school with Lord Seb 
Coe, the Chair of the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic Games 
and Paralympic Games (LOCOG) on 
September 16. The centre, started Riding 
for the Disabled in 1978 and specialises in 
helping adults and children with special 
needs to ride. 

Lord Coe, and nine-time gold medallist 
Lee, watched a riding lesson at the 
Mottingham Lane stables, and met some 
of the riders to find out how they benefit 
from riding. Also there representing 
Greenwich Council was Cllr John Fahy, 
cabinet member for culture and the 
Olympics, who said: “This centre has 
been inspiring young riders of all abilities 
for over three decades and we hope that 
hosting the 2012 equestrian events will

inspire another generation of riders in 
the borough providing yet another legacy 
of the Games.” 

The visit was part of a series of visits 
Lord Coe is making to Olympic host 
boroughs to meet people working on 
projects to create a lasting London 2012 
legacy. It was also a chance to promote 
ticket sales for the paralympic games - and 
for the paralympic riding in Greenwich 
Park particular. 

Stable manager Hilary Crawford 
introduced Lord Coe to young disabled 
riders and volunteer helpers. She told GT: 
“The riders were here because they would 
normally have been having lessons. I 
also invited other young people who had 
won trophies. LOCOG were looking for 
a stables for Lord Coe to visit, and chose 
us because of our work with disabled 
riders. It’s nice for us to be recognised 
in this way. The news of Lord Coe’s 
visit has inspired our riders and caused 
a lot of interest. Many of them went to 
the equestrian test events in Greenwich 
Park.” 


She added: “Three-quarters of our riders 
are disabled. We are not a commercial 
riding school, we are funded by what 
we charge and Greenwich Council funds 
some of our sessions as well. We are open 
to any donations, which are very much 
needed at the moment.” 

Lord Coe said: ‘It’s been fantastic visiting 
this centre and seeing how much these 
young disabled riders are benefiting from 
the activities provided by New Lodge 
Centre. We want to leave a lasting legacy 
with the Games and centres like this one 
will help inspire young people to give a 
new sport a go.” 

• The Eltham Centre is introducing 
swimming lessons for disabled adults 
on a Wednesday evening. There are also 
lessons available for disabled children 
on a Saturday morning.

was also identified by the same PC SO 
and arrested on August 27. She was 
charged with handling stolen goods 
and pleaded guilty on August 29. She 
is currently in custody and has been 
committed for sentencing to the Inner 
London Crown Court. 

A number of individuals have also been 
arrested after walking through the same 
place where their pictures had been 
shown for several days on a giant screen. 
An off duty PCSO identified a 23-year-old 
man who was arrested and is currently 
being investigated. 

PCSO Pan Psaris from the Woolwich 
Safer Neighborhoods team identified 
two men involved in the disorder. 

Kevin Lane, 49, from Woolwich, was 
arrested and charged with burglary on 
September 15. He pleaded guilty and is 
due to appear at Inner London Crown 
Court. 

PCSO Psaris also identified a 31-year-old 
man who was arrested in conjunction 
with the disorder and has been bailed. 
Nineteen-year-old Dean Bryan, from 
Plumstead, was arrested on August 22 
after a police sergeant identified him on 
CCTV images being circulated to officers 
and the public. Bryan was charged with 
burglary and remanded in custody. 

He will appear at Inner London Crown 
Court for a plea and case management 
hearing on October 5. 

The suspects are among a haul of 
individuals who have been arrested 
after their pictures were shown on the 
mobile screen in Woolwich town centre. 
Officers from Operation Withern have 
been working around the clock looking 
at hundreds of hours of CCTV images 
whilst collating intelligence from the 
public. Police officers have also received 
over 41 pieces of information from 
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Greenwich 
Time 
readers. 

Michael Bellio, 

24, from Sidcup, 
was arrested on 
September 6 and charged with 
theft after a reader saw his picture 
in Greenwich Time and contacted 
police. He will appear at Camberwell 
Magistrates Court on October 18. 

As a result of the images on the screen 
and support from the public, police have 
also been able to arrest and charge the 
following individuals: 

A 16-year-old, who was arrested on 
August 22 and charged with arson with 
intent to endanger life, burglary and 
violent disorder. He handed himself in 
after police had knocked on his door 
following information from the public. 
The teenager, who can not be named 
for legal reasons, has been remanded in 
custody and will appear at London Inner 
Crown Court on September 29 for a plea. 
Another 16-year-old, who was arrested 
on September 12, was charged with 
violent disorder and burglary after a 
member of the public recognised him 
on Youtube as part of a crowd in the 
disorder around Woolwich. He pleaded 
guilty at Camberwell Youth Court and 
is in custody until he is sentenced on 
October 7. 

Greenwich borough commander Richard

He said: “Ted was a great 
character to who devoted 
a large part of his life to 
the public as a councillor 
and campaigner. He was 
an advocate and champion 
for Thamesmead and its 
residents and proved a 
formidable political force 
in the council. 

“He worked tirelessly 
alongside others to secure 
resources for his local 
area, and, alongside his

Verity is the spice of life for students 


FIVE young musicians aged between nine 
and 14 are getting an early chance of a 
lifetime by performing locally with their 
award-winning teacher, writes Peter 
Cordwell. 

Twenty-three-old Verity Thirkettle - who 
graduated from Trinity College of Music in 
Greenwich with a double First Class Honours 
in violin and harp - has set up the Truth 
Music Ensemble with her brother Giles, 26. 
The other members are Ramiyah 
Sriraamvanathan (14, violin), Saranki 
Sriramvanathan (12, violin), Benjy Carter 
(12, harp), Zafra Howard (10, harp) and 
Nolitha Olusanya (nine, violin). 

“I wanted to take the music into the 
community,” said Verity - “to hospitals, 
schools and local groups. There are seven 
of us and sometimes we work with dancers, 
actors and composers as well.” 

The former student at the Yehudi Menuhin 
School in Surrey earns her living teaching 
and freelancing with other musicians, 
including a duo with Giles, but the Truth 
Music Ensemble is her great passion at the 
moment. 

She said: “The ensemble came together 
through my lessons with the children and 
their need to perform. It’s given them the 
opportunity to play in public. Some gigs are

paid but others are voluntary, so I’m also 
trying to get some funding. 

“The ensemble made its debut at St Alfege 
Church in Greenwich town centre and we 
have also played in Lewisham and Mile End." 
Which does Verity prefer, violin or harp? 
“Both," she said, “but at the moment it’s the 
violin because it’s much easier to transport! 
I’ve also got a smaller harp that the children 
use that I can take around to hospitals." 
Verity, who first picked up a violin at three 


and started playing the harp at seven, also 
plays at weddings and other social events, 
usually with Giles. “It’s mainly background 
music but people do come up and comment, 
so that’s nice," she said. 

Both of Verity’s parents were musicians. 

She first picked up a violin at three, started 
the piano at five and the harp at seven. She 
said: “Music is everything to me. My big 
influences are Yehudi Menuhin and David 
Oistrakh, and I love Bach and Brahms. 

“The parents of the children in the ensemble 
are very enthusiastic and we’re all keen 
to develop this as much as we can in the 
borough. The children really appreciate 
playing with professionals. It gives them a 
goal, something to aim for. 

“We also try to make it fun for everyone by 
playing pieces like the Harry Potter tune, the 
William Tell Overture, things like that.” 
Nolitha told GT: “I think the ensemble is fun 
and a great way to learn with other people.” 
Beny added: “Everyone has become friends 
and gets on well. It’s a great opportunity to 
learn on our instruments." 

The Truth Ensemble’s next gig will be at 
Orchard Hall, Greenwich West Community 
Centre on Tuesday, October 25, at 3pm.

Team GB launches 201 2 squad in Greenwich 



GREENWICH was the venue for the very 
first group of athletes to be selected for 
the 2012 Great Britain team. 

Triple gold medallist Ben Ainslie and 10 
team-mates were confirmed in Team GB’s 
Olympic sailing squad at the Old Royal 
Naval College on Tuesday, September 20. 

A further 500 sportsmen and women are 
set to complete the Great Britain line- 
up for the London Games next summer.

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Housing benefit cheat jailed for three years 


A BENEFIT cheat has been jailed for 
three years after illegally claiming 
housing benefit for more than a decade. 
Younes Izouaouen was sentenced at 
Woolwich Crown Court, following 
an investigation led by Greenwich 
Council and the Met Police. His brother 
Samir pleaded guilty to his part in the 
fraud and was given an eight-month 
suspended sentence together with 
200 hours of unpaid work in the 
community. 

The brothers had used false passports 
and payslips to claim housing benefit 


from six different London boroughs. 
Greenwich Council found that a false 
French passport and national insurance 
card were held on record as part of an 
application for housing benefit in the 
name of Fabrice Hannache at Younes 
Izouaouen’s home in Floathaven Close, 
Thamesmead. 

A further investigation found a 
number of identity packs stored in a 
bedroom cupboard that also contained 
equipment to make counterfeit credit 
cards. More than 20 housing benefit 
claims showed that about £385,000 had 


been claimed. Some of the identities 
had also been used to claim benefits 
from the Department for Work and 
Pensions of around £15,000. 

Younes was abroad at the time of the 
search but had returned to the UK and 
was living on a caravan site in Kent. 
Deputy council leader Peter Brooks 
said: “This is a really positive step in 
ensuring the right people receive the 
right benefit. It also sends out a strong 
message to people committing fraud 
that if you break the law, we will find 
you and prosecute you.”

Residents were joined by 
Greenwich MP Nick Raynsford 
and Mayor of Greenwich Jim 
Gillman at the opening earlier 
this month. 

Mr Raynsford said: 
“Colebrooke House is an 
inclusive and welcoming 
addition to Greenwich’s care 
services. Situated within the 
heart of the community you 
get a real sense that people are 
looking out for each other.” 


Alan Long, from the Mears 
company which runs the site, 
said: “Every person living in 
Colebrooke House has their 
own front door and can come 
and go as they please with 


the security of knowing that 
if they need support there is 
someone there 24 hours a day.” 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the council’s 
member for health, adults and 
older people, said: “I am really 
delighted with the new extra 
care facility which is the third 
of its kind in Greenwich.

Tip-off traps tipper 


KEEN-EYED caretakers have helped 
convict a builder from Kent after 
seeing his van being used to flytip 
a load of old window frames at the 
Ferrier Estate in Kidbrooke. 

Builder Gary Field of Cliffe 
Woods, Rochester, trading as All 
Aspects Building, was fined £1,000 
with £1,500 when he appeared at 
Greenwich Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday, September 16. 

He had denied being the keeper of 
a vehicle being used to dump the 
window frames in the bin area in 
Ryan Close. But the court heard 
the van had been spotted by the 
caretaker, who reported it to his 
boss, who then went to the scene 
with a colleague. The van drove off, 
but the council workers made a note 
of its numberplate and then passed 
on the information to the Enviro- 
crime Team. 

When Field was interviewed under 
caution he admitted owning the 
vehicle but said he and his van had 


been in Brighton when the offence 
took place. But when he appeared in 
court he was found guilty after the 
three council workers gave evidence. 
Apart from the fine and costs, Field 
was ordered to pay a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

After the hearing, Kate Rhyle, 
prosecuting, thanked the council 
staff, saying they were all vital to 
the success of the prosecution. She 
said: “We could not have done it 
without them all.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, 
said: “This was an exceptional 
joint effort by the council’s staff 
in the Ferrier caretaking team and 
enforcement officers, leading to 
a very satisfactory outcome. This 
case demonstrates that Greenwich 
Council will not tolerate people 
spoiling our environment by 
such criminal and irresponsible 
behaviour.”

Council enforcement officers 
and town centre wardens 
regularly issue fines for littering 
and breaches of dog control 
orders. The vast majority of 
these are paid and most offenders 
change their behaviour as 
a result. But where fines are 
not paid, people face the risk 
of prosecution, substantial fines 
and a criminal conviction. 


ice to 
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SCORES of people have become 
the borough’s watchdogs, and 
are using the new My Greenwich 
scheme to report graffiti and other 
environmental eyesores. 

Since the council launched the 
scheme at the beginning of August, 
there have been more than 1,000 
reports from different parts of the 
borough. They include fly-tipping, 
litter, dead animals, dog fouling, 
drug misuse equipment, overflowing 
or damaged litter bins, fly-posting, 
and overgrown shrubs and grassed 
verges. 

My Greenwich is a mobile and web- 
based reporting system that makes 
it as quick and easy to contact the 
council. It’s as easy as sending a text 
or using a camera phone to take and 


send a photo straight through to the 
council’s clean-up team. 

Once reviewed, the texts will 
be posted on the My Greenwich 
website, and the My Greenwich 
team will update people on how is 
progressing they are progressing 
with sorting out the problem. When 
clean-ups have been completed, 
the reports and other photos will be 
displayed in a gallery on the website. 
But the scheme is not just about 
reporting blight spots. The hope is 
that the service will also be used 
by proud locals to showcase the 
picturesque parts of the borough. 
The website has a 
category to showcase things 
that make people proud to be 
a Greenwich resident, such as 


picturesque scenes, community 
days, landmarks and community 
clean-ups.

BIG night 


was my stalker!' 

Robin Ince lifts the lid on a long-running and sometimes strange 
friendship before his gig at Blackheath Halls this weekend 



IN THE HOT SEAT: philosophical comedian Robin Ince hits Blackheath Halls on October 1 


IT’S a friendship 
which started 
more than a 
decade ago when 
Ricky Gervais was 
entertainments manager at a 
London university. Robin Ince 
was a fledgling stand-up at the 
time. 

“I’d just compared a gig and 
afterwards we ended up 
talking about Blankety Blank 
and Celebrity Squares,” Robin 
told Scene. “Eighties B-side 
entertainment brought us 
together, and that’s how a very 
strange friendship began. 
“Certainly at that point I had 
no idea that in years to come 
he’d be rubbing shoulders with 
Clint Eastwood at the Golden 
Globes.” 

And he had no idea that 
the friendship would take 
a bizarre turn when Ricky 
started keeping a diary... a 
diary that was written as if he 
was Robin. 

“That diary was such a 
bizarre thing, because people 
sometimes quote it to me and 
I have no recollection of it,” 
Robin added. “One time we 
were at a party and Mackenzie 
Crook and various others were 
there and Ricky decided he 
would read out this imaginary 
diary, and eventually 
Mackenzie just said, ‘Can you 
stop now, it’s getting really 
weird.’” 

Ricky would keep tabs on 
Robin’s movements to make 
the diary as authentic as 
possible, sometimes going into 
chilling detail. 

“He’d ask me where I was 
playing on certain nights: 

‘Oh Chesham’, he’d say - and 
then he’d write: 7 arrived 
at Chesham and went to the 
bakers. ’ Afterwards people 
would say: ‘Is that true?’ and 
I’d have to reply, ‘No, of course 
it’s not true!’ 

“It’s a really weird thing to 
have a stalker who’s very 
famous - it was a little bit odd. 
I sometimes forget how freaky 
it is to think that someone 


would sit at home writing 
imaginary diaries.” 

Ince plays Blackheath Halls 
this Saturday, October 1, with 
an irreverent look at life in his 
new show, Happiness Through 
Science. 

“Over the last ten years in 
stand-up I’ve been moving 
more and more to science,” he 
said. “I’ve recently done the 
Infinite Monkey Cage on BBC 


Radio 4 with Brian Cox.” 

Cox has contributed to making 
science cool again, Ince says. 

“I think at the moment people 
are happily ‘coming out’ with 
telescopes and microscopes 
and an interest looking at the 
stars. 

“Obviously Brian Cox is the 
poster boy for it - but what 
people don’t know is that he 
also loves show tunes - that’s 


his big secret,” the comedian 
joked. “Generally he psychs 
himself up with a few old 
Doris Day tunes and then he’s 
straight out there!” 

The philosophical show muses 
on whether humans can be 
both happy and rational. 

“Many people think you 
can’t be, but I thought I’d 
find out by writing a show 
about it and decide whether I 
was miserable because I was 
rational or whether actually, 
I’m alright. 

“The more science I read the 
more I try - in my own stupid 
way - to understand why the 
universe is as it is, the happier 
I am. But you can’t get rid of 
the anxiety in life, that’s being 
human.” 

Though Robin doesn’t see 
as much of Ricky these days 
(he lives in LA), Gervais still 
manages to keep tabs on him. 

“I was in New York a year 
and a half ago and I get a text 
saying: ‘I can see you’, and 
I thought, course yeah, he 
could do that from anywhere. 
And then the next text was 
a bit more specific, and it 
just happened that I was 
crossing the road while he was 
getting driven in some kind 
of limousine to the Letterman 
show!” 

But he says, Gervais isn’t too 
interested in the Hollywood 
lifestyle. 

“He’s much more interested 
in torturing people and 
making their life hell than the 
red carpet lifestyle!” Robin 
quipped. “I think he’s still very 
much a man who likes to sit in 
his pyjamas picking his skin. 
Some of those things on stage 
you think ‘I bet he doesn’t 
really do those things with 
other people in the room, does 
he?’ Yeah, sometimes he does.”

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Bard to the bone 


Galleon Theatre Company’s abridged but 
faithful rendition of Shakespeare’s Hamlet 
hits all the right notes says Dan Stephens 



NOT a ruff or a 
I a codpiece in sight, 
but Galleon Theatre 
Company’s lean, 
brooding production 
of Hamlet at the Greenwich 
Playhouse certainly delivered on 
Shakespearian swagger. 

At a stripped down 
two-and-a-bit hours, it 
was a sharp re-telling 
of the classic which 
X served as a slick 
introduction to 
the Bard. 
Husband and 
| wife team, 
producer Alice 
De Sousa and 
director/actor 
Bruce Jamieson 
succeeded in 
re-branding 
the play from 
the original 
16th century 
setting to a concise 
offering set against 
a Victorian gothic 
backdrop. 

The play’s versatility 
has allowed it to be retold 
in almost every cultural 
context. The sartorial theme 
here added another dimension 


to the production, from the 
uber-dapper Laertes, (played 
by Peter Rae), through to Jane 
Stanton’s Gertrude, in her black, 
Disney- witch ball gown. 
Ultimately the production was 
visually unpretentious, owing 
in part to a sparse set which 
allowed the fine prose the space 
to breathe. 

It was credit to Galleon’s 
re-telling that there was 
substance to offset its chic style. 
The most successful aspect of 
this version was the cast’s expert 
delivery of the script which fully 
brought out the eloquence of one 
of Shakespeare’s most renowned 
plays. 

As Hamlet, Robin Holden 
wavered expertly between his 
character’s feigned and real 
delirium, keeping the audience 
guessing all the way. 

But it was far from a one man 
show. There were impressive 
performances across the 
11-person cast, including star 
turns from Elizabeth Donegan 
and Andrew Leishman, 
particularly during the iconic 
graveyard scene and an 
excellently choreographed 
sword fighting exchange which 
signposted the climax of the play. 


The depth of the themes and 
the various ways in which the 
characters can be interpreted has 
kept Hamlet current through the 
ages. In the Galleon production 
the script’s moral severity 
and repressive undertones 
were played out, and Holden’s 
dialogue with Ophelia (Elena 
Martin) often tiptoed into the 
realms of Freud. 

The Greenwich Playhouse itself 
is a somewhat curious venue, 
tucked away behind the Belushi’s 
bar by Greenwich station. From 
the outside it has the feel of 
a sports bar but behind this 
exterior lies an intimate venue 
with seats around three sides 
of the stage and a proximately 
between actor and audience.

Through the eyes of children... 


Blackheath boys ’ WW2 memoir 


OF the tens of thousands of 
books on the subject of the 
Second World War, only a 
handful have been written 
through the eyes of children. 

Millions of youngsters were evacuated 
from British cities in the first weeks of 
WW2, and among them were a pair of 
twins from Blackheath. 

Geoffrey Lee Williams and his brother 
Alan were nine years old at the outbreak 
of war, and as Geoffrey candidly admits 
in his memoir, A Couple of Duffers Go to 
War, they were delighted at the prospect. 
If little about the period has been written 
from the perspective of kids, then this 
must surely be one of the only accounts 
from identical twins. 

Indeed, A Couple of Duffers is as much a 
study of wartime as an evacuee as it is an 
insight into the world of the twin. 

It’s a unique glimpse into life as half of an 
inseparable fraternal duo. 

“We invented a language of our own, as 
twins tend to do, called ‘gummage’,’’ 
Williams recalls. 


But the illusion of their own world was 
shattered when the boys went to school 
for the first time in 1936 and had to 
conform to the rules of others. 

They were moved numerous times during 
the first years of the war, first to Kent, 
then to Scotland and then - and most 
vividly - to Devon. 

Their stay in the West Country is the 
period that Williams recounts most 
tenderly. It was only after they were 
returned to the bosom of SE3 that the pair 
realised how kind and accommodating 
their hostess had been. 

Years later they were to revisit the 
south Devon town of Teignmouth to find 
the house they had stayed in, but with 
nothing to go on - and with the place now 
seen through the eyes of adults and not 
children - they could find no trace of the 
dwelling. 

Back in Blackheath and the boys’ desire 
to somehow be involved in the war was 
growing with each re-enacted battle. 

First they joined the army cadets (ACF) 
and then the air cadets (ATC). “Why?" 


Geoffrey writes. “Well, we had achieved 
our objectives in the ACF by learning 
something about land warfare, but in 
reality we were not yet old enough to get 
the promotion we thought we deserved.” 
The memoir is not only personal, but an 
important document of local history, with 
the twins’ exploits covering many parts 
of the borough which have now changed 
forever. Some were the victims of the 
Luftwaffe’s bombardment during the war, 
and others have been transformed since, 
for far more mundane reasons. 

A Couple of Duffers is an even-handed 
account, not the victim of the misty-eyed 
nostalgia that can colour works of this ilk. 
And like many war children, the Williams 
twins grew up fast, wanting to be treated 
as adults, to be involved, to make a 
difference. 

Who says kids grow up faster these days?

basketball being held at 
The 02 Arena. It’s the most 
explosive of sports, very 
exciting and very tense. 

“We got very good 
feedback from the schools. 
Tonight is the start of 
it and they get to watch 
basketball at a high level. 
We’ll be going into the 
other schools to develop 
basketball and after that 
set up the Greenwich 
Basketball League.” 

Another great benefit 


will be the formation 
of a Greenwich team to 
compete in next year’s 
London Youth Games. 
“We didn’t have a team 
this year but I can assure 
you that we’ll have a good 
team in 2012.” 

Players at Crown Woods 
College have been training 
since June and Joel 
describes the response 
as “phenomenal”. He 
added: “We did four or 
five taster sessions and 
the attendance went up 
from about seven or eight 


to 85. That told us that the 
demand was here. 

“There’s a lot of talent 
in this school, including 
some very tall and athletic 
individuals. We’re here 
help students get involved 
with sport a little bit more 
and help them understand 
the part that sports plays 
in their wider education.” 

Joel, 47, won 54 England 
caps as playmaker and 
played in the German 
Bundesliga as well. 
“There are opportunities 
for young players in the 


game but my passion is to 
improve the game in this 
country, starting at Crown 
Woods College!” 

Julie Taylor, director of 
sport and community at 
the college, told GT: “We’re 
very excited about the 
academy being based here. 
Our wonderful facilities 
were just begging for this 
sport. We’ve had 50-plus at 
sessions from day one and 
of course it’s so exciting to 
be in the new school. 

“The students absolutely 
love and appreciate the 
fact that there’s been 
so much investment in 
them, and we have a strict 
attitude that to play you’ve 
got to behave.”
